It is also stated 
that as a result of the heavy losses in 
German submarines, 
experienced by the German 
command in securing volunteers for 
the raanning of such craft.

The most notable piece of statu-

The wonderful simplicity and sev- 
erity of its architectural outlines, 
free from the trappings of period “‘re- 
atorations,” can be attributed in 
“varge measure.to the fact that the 
cathedral was rushed to completion 
in the space of thirty years (12132- 
1242) by the Archbishop Alberic 
Humbett, who employed the services 
of four great architects—Bernard de 
Soissons. Gauthier de Reims, Jean 
a’Orbais, and Jean Loups. During 
the latter half of the thirteenth cen- 
tury the completed structure was 
found to be entirely too small to ac- 
cémmodate the vast court assem- 
blages which gathered to witness the 
coronations of the kings of France, 
eo the nave was lengthened during 
the fourteenth century, under the 
supervision of Robert De Courcy, 
from thirteenth century designs. 

The history of the cathedral of 
Rheims may be said properly to date 
from the fifth century, cven though 
the structure was not begun until 
more than 700 years later. It was 
Christmas day of the year 496 that

ONTARIO SOLID. FOR UNION 


Quebec Is Only Province Sup- 
porting Laurier. 


Loyal People of Canada Speak in No 
Uncertain Voice Regarding Con- 
scription, and Only One Sec~ 
tion of the Country Oppos- 
ed the Sending of Sup 
pert to the Boys. 


The Canadian people endorsed 
Union Government by a majority 
that leaves no room for questioning 
their will to carry on the war to vic- 
tory. The solid cppvaition of Que- 
beo——-only three Unionists were eleet- 
ed in the whole province, and these 
in English-speakihg constituencies— 
the vote of the French elements in 
several Ontario ridings, backe@ up 
by the votes of all those whom the 
¢all of patriotism has left cold, were 
snowed under by the union of Con- 
servatives and Liberals all over the 
eountry. Sir Robert Borden will co 
back to Ottawa with a majority of 
at least 51 members, which will be 
increased when the four deferred 
elections are held. 

Ontario did its share by returning 
Union supporters in all but ten rid- 
ings, and in at least two of these the 
men elected as Laurierites—McColg, 
of Kent, and Duncan Ross, of West 
Middlesex, voted against their leader 


on conscription. But if Ontario did 
well, the West rallied to the stand- 
ard of Usionism in a manner that 
was remarkable. West of the Great 
Lakes Sir Wilfrid Laurier won only 
two seate—Provencher in Manitoba 
and one in British Columbia. Sas 


katchewan returned 16 Unionists, Al- 
be 12; and British Columbia 10 
or ll. The aweep was accompanied 
by tremendous majorities for the 
Unionist candidates, .In the Western 
cities Laurier candidates fell thou- 
gands of votes short, Centre Winai- 
peg supported Union to the tune of 
a 13,000 majority, a record that, in 
view ‘of the gize of the constituenctes 
compares well with North Toronto's 
14.00 majority to Sir George Foster. 

Only in the Maritime Provinces did 
Leurier efindidates make anything 
like a showing. In Prince. Edward 
Island they carried three seats and 'n 
Nova Scotia won eight, compared 
with six won by Unionists. The 
Nova Scotia final return. will_probt~ 
ably be an even break, since the two 
Halifax seats for which the election 
has been deferred are conceded to 
the Unionists. In New Brunswick 
the Unionists Bave a margin of two 
to three seats. 

Quebec did all that Sir WHtrid 
Laurier expected of it. In fact, the 
Unionists won a seat less than they 
expected, but the two English-speak- 
ing Ministers, Hon. J. C. Doherty 
and Hon. C. C. Ballantyne, got 
through, as did Sir Herbert Ames, 
Outside of Montreal: however, not a 
Unionist was elected, both Hon. Mr. 
Hiondin and Hon. Albert Sevigny be- 
ing defeated. 

It was a significant fact that with 
one or two exceptions, the ridings 
that Laurier carried fn Ontario had 
either a strong German or French 
elament.

The seate Won oy 
the Laurier candidates in the Bast- 
ern townships were carried by the 
solidarity of the French-Canadian 
vote. 

“With one exception the endorsed 
candidates defeated independent Un- 
ionists, the exception being Brant, 
where Col, Harry Cockshutt, the sol- 
dier candidate, defeated John Harold, 
the Liberal-Unionist. An interesting 
win for Unionism was that of Evan 
Fraser over W. M. German in Wel- 
land. Mr. German supported con- 
scription, but he was nevertheless 4 
strong Laurier partisan. He was re 


carded as unbeatable, but he tell over 


500 votes short. 

The four deferred elections—two 
in Halifax, one in Nelson, Manitooa, 
and the other in the Yukon-—will ta- 


crease ‘be majority by four, all be- 
ing regarded as safe Government con- 
atituencies. The returns from Brit- 
ish Columbia were indefinite, but It 
appeared that only one Laurierite 
had been elected. 

in a number of constituencies tne 
vote will be affected by the soldiers’ 
ballots. This is the case chiefly fn 
Ontario constituencies, where the 
successful supporters of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier had small majorities In al- 
most every case.

Thies also) 
proved a poor way of handling the | 
news, ‘because the slips were smal’, 
easily lost, and because of their ap-) 
attractive form, not always read. 

Finally, at the beginning of this) 
year, it was decided to publish an in-| 
teresting dally newspaper under the | 
auspices of the Canadian War Re- 
cords Office, London, a Government 
department headed by Lord Beaver- 
brook. The newspaper atarted with 
» modest circulation among units in 
France and Belgium and camps ani 
hospitals in Great Britain, and was) 
rercived with ettthusiasm and °a de-| 
mand for more copies. ‘ 

Owing to the appreciation express} 
ed by officers and men, and at the} 
enegestion of Sir George Perley, Sir | 
Edward Kemp, in September, decid- | 
ed to extend the news service from | 
Canada, and for this purpose to es-} 
tablish a news bureau in Ottawa to | 
supply the material for the Canadian | 
Daily Record. Captain William | 
Wallace, M.C., formerly of The To- | 
ronte Star, who had been wounded | 
and invalided to Canada, was placed 
in charge. The Canadian Daily Re- 
cord now consists of four pases, | 
magazine size, and each issue con-| 
tains the happenings qé the preced- 
ing twenty-four hours in Canada, 
The news is furnished from Ottawa 
by cable nightly, and through the 
medium of press clippings and spe- 
cial articles forwarded by mail. The 
Canadian Presa Limited gives access 
to its news service free of charge. 
Thanks to the co-operation of the 
Canadian Army Postal Service, tre 
paper reachés the majority of the 
units in France on the day of publi- 
cation, containing news despatched 
on the previous day. It is hoped to 
so extend the circulation that every 
individual member of the Canadian 
Expeditionary Force can count on 
seeing the newspaper dally. 

In a recent letter, Lord Beaver- 
brook, the head of the’ War Records 
Office, informed Sir Edward Kemp 
that The Canadian Daily Record had 
now attracted the attention of “the 
Imperial authorities to such an ex- 
tent that they might undertake the 
publication of a small journal along 
similar lines. 


Can Pick Their Wives. 


Sir Sam Hughes expresbed him- 
self with his customary candor when 
asked his opinion concerning the or- 
ganization that is proposed in Lon- 
don for marrying English girls to 
Canadian soldiers. 

“As a part of war organization,” 
he said, “it is an absurdity. It is 
merely one of the many fads devel- 
oped by weak people, who wish to 
be considered as doing something in 
the war. Why Canada should be 
burdened with a lot of extra women 
to maintain just now or why sol- 
diers should be helped to pick wives 
passes comprelension. Since the V. 
A. D.’s are wound up, this mew fad 
seems to have developed. 

“| don’t wish to be misunder- 
stood,” said Sir Sam. “Many of the 
English girls would maxe admirable 
wives for anyone, even for Canadian 
soldiers, but all this kind of thing 
should be left to the individuals 
themselves. I have ever been 
afraid to trust in the Canadian sol- 
dier to shoot, to ight, and to conduct 
himself as a gentleman, and | should 
have no hesitation whatever in 
trusting him without the aid of any 
tuft-hunting society to pick for him- 
self a good wife in England or else- 
where.”
